Warning Against Disease. 


Mayor Schmitz has issued an urgent 
proclamation in which ne asks the peo- | 
ple to observe sanitary regulations | 
carefully, cover up refuse, and use 
chloride of lime and other disinfect- 
ants freely. 

“Do not be afraid of famine,” he 
says, ‘“‘ there will be abundance of food 
supplied. Do not use any water ex- 
cept for drinking and cooking purposes. 
Do not allow any garbage or refuse 
to remain on the premises. Bury it 
and cover immediately, Pestilence can 
be avoided only by complying with 
these regulations,” 

The erection of a temporary camp in 
Golden Gate Park was begun to-day! 
under the direction of Marcel Cerf, 
Chairman of the Committee of Refuge. 
Major MclIvor of the Army also had 
men at work there laying out a sani- 
tary camp, and to the completion of / 
this all efforts were bent. The camp 
will be under the supervision of of- 
ficers of the Army Engineer and Medi- 
cal Corps. 

There was little water in the un- 
burned section of the city to-day, but 
it was promised by the water com- 
pany that all that section lying west 
of Van Ness Avenue would have con- 
nections with the water mains before 
morning. About the only water to be 
had in the residence section to-day 
was that which had been conserved 
by the thoughtful householders who 
filled bath tubs and every -ther sort 
of receptacle.

The efforts 
of the military authorities to-day were 
al lin the direction of improving the 
sanitary conditions and providing safe- 
guards against any posstble epidemic 
that may result from the exposed sit- 
uation of so many thousands of peo- 
ple. All refuse must be deposited in| 
trenches dug for that purpose, and the 
park has been divided into various 
sanitary districts over which military 
officers have command. 

Information bureaus have been estab- 
lished and telephone service is being 
provided by the Signal Corps of the 
regular army. At the entrance of the 
park known as the Pan-Handle district, 
an enormous billboard has been erected 
and is being used as a Directory by 
those who wish to designate their loca- 
tion in the camp for the benefit of 
friends. 

All vehicles that enter the park are 
confiscated by the military authorities 
and are being used to deliver supplies 
to the various points as well as to re- 
move refugees desiring to reach points 
beyond the jurisdiction of the authori- 
ties. 

All those who desire to leave the park 
and go to any point in the interior of 
the State are encouraged to do s0, as 
every person leaving relieves the situ- 
ation to just that extent.

In all probability the Board of Educa- 
tion will at its meeting April 23 suspend 
its by-laws so far as may be necessary 
to permit the collection of money from all 
in the public schools who voluntarily de- 
;sire to assist the hungry and homeless 
in San Francisco. 

“Will you kindly bring this matter to 
| the attention of teachers and pupils at 
the morning assemblies and on other 
proper occasions, to the end that, in case 
the Board of Education should take the 
action anticipated, there may be no delay 
in securing the help that we feel assured 
will come from the children of the public 
schools and their parents? At the same 
time it should be clearly impressed upon 
}all concerned that subscriptions will be 
| purely voluntary, and that whether any 
|}pupil gives much or little, or gives noth- 
jing, the facts will not be made public. 
No money should be actually collected 
until the Board of Education has taken 
|; the necessary action. 

“In case such action 1s taken, 
{lowing will be the plan: 
‘Each teacher will, on Friday, April 
| 27, hand to each pupil an envolope marked 
by the teacher ‘For San 
Francisco.’ The pupils will return these 
envelopes on the morning of Monday, 
April 30, containing whatever subscription 
the child or the child’s parents may de- 
sire to make and carefully sealed.

On the 
first trip down, in 1861, it had to forsake the Balti- 
more route, railroad connections having been cut, 
and go to the capital by way of Annapolis. The Sec. 
retary of War issued a special order thanking and 
complimenting Col. Lefferts for the promptness with 
which his men made the trip. 

The present home of the Seventh Regiment is the 
most splendidly appointed armory in New York. As 
large as Madison*Square Garden, it is fitted in every 
way for the purposes of,a crack military organiza- 
tion. There are a rifle range 300 feet long, a mam- 
moth drill room, reception room, library, veterans’ 
room, officers’ board room,. and: rooms for the 
Colonel and his staff, for the Quartermaster, and for 


the Superintendent. 


The late Col Emmons Clark, 
Historian. of the Reegament 


Seventh was the original possessor of the name 
National Guards. It was adopted in 1824, and wags 
an exclusive privilege of the regiment until 1864, 
when the Legislature adopted the name for the entire 
State militia. Indeed, so jealous was the Seventh of 
its name that once there came near being serious 
trouble because another military organization in New 
York took a fancy to it. The original National 
Guards raised a cry and denounced the pilferers. It 
went so far that denunciatory resolutions were pub- 
lished in The New York Courier and Inquirer.

The agent is a human man, and, posting himself 
against the mantelpiece, much to Aunt Loutsa’s hor- 
ror, he explained to us this custom of New York in 
the mattér’of’ bill collecting: ae 

It is all so different in England, but I am glad we 
found out. before we had discharged every tradesman 
who.serves us, as we certainly should have done had 
not the agent enlightened us. I sent the-telephone 
man away with a check and a letter-to-the company 
declining again to receive their collector, but stating 
that a’ bill sent by post would be promptly paid. I 
called up the milk company and‘told them that we 
wanted to continue taking their delicious milk, but 
must insist- upon a monthly, account to be paid by 
check. We sent Mary Ann around to the butcher 
with explanations concerning our apparent lack of 
appreciation of all he had done for us in the matter 
of cutting up bacon free of charge. 

But what a mass of inconsistencies you Americans 
are! In the midst of my anger at seeming insults I 
stop to laugh heartily at a landlord who will supply 
hot water, heat, cupboards, washtubs,. mantel-mir- 
rors, dress hangers, and what-nots to his tenants— 
where a London landlord would put a list of every 
key and hanging nail on a bill of “fixtures” for 
which to charge extra—and yet sends his agent 
around early on the morning when the rental is due 
to ask for the money in advance. In England the 
landlord, after waiting a quarter, allows seven, four- 
teen, or twenty-one days before he begins the send- 
ing of bills. If you do not send a check his letters 
get more and more polite and delightfully solicitous 
as the days and the weeks.go on. He declares that 
he knows, of course, that the small matter of paying 
your rent has merely escaped your attention. 

As does your landlord, so do your tradesmen. 
Your butcher will write you such a letter as might be 
copied .from a.book on “ Polite Letter Writing.” He 
does not even then presume to ask you for the whole

After a long while, if you haven’t got the money, or 
having the money have not the inclination to pay 
your share toward the maintenance of the British 
Government, you are requested to step around and 
have a chat with a delightful official who has an 
office in your neighborhood, and you talk it over 
quite pleasantly. It may be that in particularly 
harassing times you may call on the polite official 
more than once. 

You get so accustomed to this routine in England 
that really you are extremely surprised when you 
find yourself being sued in a police court for the 
payment of your honest debts, and you are more

than surprised—you are ‘positively annoyed—when 
you’ discover yourself: in jail with a chair and a 
glass. of water and a Bible for consolation, serving, 
say, a day for each. pound sterling you owe. “In 
jail for debt!” you exclaim.- You thought. that in 
England we no‘longer imprison for debt? No, you 
are not in jail for debt. You are in jail for-con- 
tempt of court. If the Judge orders you to pay 
Within a.certain time, and you do not pay, then 
you go to. jail because you have not obeyed, the 
Judge's. orders. 

In England we have long ago done away: with 
the barbaric custom of imprisonment for debt! 
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But you do not always go-to jail because you 
have not paid. The landlord has merely to “put a 
man in,” and after you have paid the man for sev- 
eral days’ or weeks’ residence in your housé, you 
either pay the landlord or he takes your furniftre. 
The landlord is always safe. So are your other cred- 
itors if you have anything not entailed upon Which 
they may levy. 

And, come to think of it, I wonder if that-is the 
reason the London landlord lets you: pay quarterly 
and the London tradesmen long and” pa- 
tiently! 

And really, after all, perhaps, Aunt Louisa and 
I might have moved and not: paid the landlord, nor 
the butcher, nor the milkman, nor the telephone com- 
pany, and they have no redress! But could not-they 
have arranged 'to treat us as honest till, at least; one 
day had gone by?

The inevitable conciusion from this observation 
is that all atoms contain identical elektrons, or, in 
other- words, the prophecy of Prout, a century ago, is 
realized—we find all the elements to be only dif- 
ferent aggregations of the one and only primordial 
matter, the elektron. Rutherford has shown, by a 
beautiful line of circumstantial evidence, almost as 
elaborate as it is convincing, that the atom of ra- 
dium is undergoing a continual disintegration. The 
various steps are evidenced by characteristic de- 
grees of radio-activity, until finally the inert gas 
helium remains as one of the end products. 

The philosopher's stone has been realized. One 
element has been transfermed into another. When 
it was discovered that a mags of radium kept itself 
at a temperature several degrees above its sur- 
roundings the excitable scientist immediately an- 
nounced that the laws of thermodynamics, as well 
as dear old gravitation, had been knocked into a 
cocket hat.

As a 
pure hypothesis it may be assumed that ages ago the 
northern branch of the human race became extinct 
in the Old World and was then replenished from an 
American stock that hud survived disaster.

All of the more recent theories of the nature and 
structure of matter start with the elekron. It is the 
most-talked-of member of the scientific family at the 
present time. Every one has a fair idea of the size 
of a hair, its cross-section, the area of its end. Try 
to think how many hairs, end on, it would take to 
cover the surface of the earth, multiply this number 
by a hundred or more, and you will get a conception 
of the number of elektrons in a gram (15 grains) of 
matter. 

Radium has not only contributed to our knowl- 
edge as to the size of the elektron. It has even 
helped to determine its shape. It decides whether 
it may be flattened by high velocities. The thera- 
peutic value of radium is yet an uncertain quantity. 
Although Abbé has effected remarkable cures’ of 
cancer, others feel it to be too soon to prophesy. 
No doubt exists, however, of the fact that a new 
tool has been placed in the hands of the physician 
the exact value of which may still be in some 
doubt. 

It is quite safe to say that radium has helped 
more toward the reading of the riddles of nature 
than any other element. There is scarcely a branch 
of physics which has not been literally illuminated 
by raduim. It may solv+ the problem of the swurce 
of energy of the orb of day, which warms and sus- 
tains us, no ‘less than of the microscopic flash which 
is seen when an alpha particle strikes a fluorescent 
screen.

The consumptive type has been so variously and 
confusedly . described in past ages, that with but 
slight exaggeration the entire human race might be 
included in the category. Sometimes it was described 
with clear skin, bright, expressive eyes, 
abundant, light, wavy hair, tall 
tapering fingers, and blue veins”;

tuberculosis can be found in both animal and veg- 
etable feeders in captivity, it never becomes a com- 
mon or frequent cause of death except in herbivora 
or mixed feeders. It reaches the level of a pestilence 
in the herbivorous cattle, apes, and monkeys, fowls, 
pheasants, and turkeys. But there are curious varia- 
tions among vegetable feeders. For instance, cattle 
and antelopes are exceedingly subject to the disease, 
while the equally purely herbivorous sheep, goats, 
and deer, as well as horses, zebras, and asses, are al- 
most exempt. * * * Not one of the carnivora, either 
bird or mammal, was found to have a heart much 
less than one one-hundredth of its body weight; while 
among the herbivora, both bird and mammal, none 
of these whose heart weight was in excess of this 
standard was found to be susceptible, except in very 
moderate degree. Practically all of those who were 
susceptible were found to have heart weights far 
below this proportion, This explained nearly all the 
inconsistencies among the different groups. 

“The deer, with a heart weight of 1-90 of its body 
weight is almost absolutely immune, while the ante- 
lope, in the same group, with a heart weight of 1-200, 
is exceedingly susceptible. The cow, with a heart 
weight of barely 1-250 of its body weight is, as every 
one knows, exceedingly subject to the disease, while 
the sheep, placed under even more unfavorable and 
unnatural conditions, with a heart weight of about 
1-100, is almost completely immune. The same re- 
lation explains the marked immunity of the horse, 
ass, and zebra, even under domestication, for their 
hearts range from 1-90 to 1-100 of their body weight.” 
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Dr. Hutchinson continues that with the results 
of these investigations in mind he has for the last 
five years sought a similar condition of undersized 
heart in patients suffering from tuberculosis that

Gray was not overanxious thus to make his death 
a possible source of profit to Richardson and Mason, 
but he consented to be Sanguinetto for the purposes 
of the policy, and to own Mason as David San- 
guinetto, his son and heir. After various introduc- 
tions the policy was made out and the deal closed— 
apparently. What introduced a new element into it 
that Richardson and his friend Mason had not count- 
ed on was the fact that Harry Bottome and a couple 
of detectives had been keeping in nightly touch with 
Gray and incidentally had been doing a little work on 
the side, listening to conversations between Richard- 
son and Mason when Gray wasn’t around. It was in 
one of these conversations that Richardson gleefully 
remarked that Gray had been the easiest thing 
imaginable in the Sanguinetto case, and added. 

“We won’t do a thing to him when we get him 
over the border.”

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Bottome and his men decided that matters had 
gone about far anough. They laid their information 
before the District Attorney of El Paso County and 
warrants were issued for all three, including Gray, 
for it was inexpedient just then to have an exposure 
of the part which the lumberman-detective had 
played in the case. Gray, however, was soon released, 
and the next step was a charge filed in the City of 
Chihuahua accusing Richardson and Mason of the 
murders of Mitchell and Devers. In the preliminary 
hearing Dr. Harle was called as a witness, and testi- 
fied that Mitchell did die of strychnine poisoning in- 
stead of spinal meningitis, but that Richardson had 
told him that the case was one of suicide and wanted 
to have things hushed up. Devers, Harle still de- 
clared, died of dysentery. MHarle said that he had 
been called in to attend him by a half-brother of 
Devers, William Meredith. Harle was not cross- 
examined, and he left the stand thinking that he had 


have come under his observation, and that the par- 
allel holds good. He now regards the rate and qual- 
ity of the pulse as the “ most important and signifi- 
cant single symptom, both in diagnosis and prog- 
nosis.” He asserts that he is convinced from his ob- 
servations that the individual predisposed to tuber- 
culosis is the one with the small or muscularly inade- 
quate heart and a large lung, or a lung of normal vol- 
ume, and that the object should be to develop the 
heart up to the level of the lung. The influence of 
this view on treatment he summarizes as follows: 

“First of all, the putting of the patient at abso- 
lute rest as long as there is an afternoon temperature 
of 100 degrees or over. 

“Secondly, the enormous overfeeding with highly 
nutritious foods containing a large percentage of live 
proteids, in the shape of eggs and milk, tends both 
to neutralize the toxins, which are poisoning the 
heart cells and breaking down the muscle-wall, and 
to supply nourishment in a readily soluble form to 
make good the defect. Overfeeding is the weightiest 
part of our modern treatment of consumption. 

“ Thirdly, the constant exposure to the purest and 
freshest of air gives adequate amount of oxidation 
with the minimum. of depth and frequency of respir- 
ations and consequent reduction of the demands on 
the overworked heart.”

Dr. Hutchinson's conclusions as a basis for further 
investigation are: 

That a weak, undersized, muscularly deficient 
heart, indicated by a weak, rapid pulse and defective 
first sound, is one of the most constant and signifi- 
cant conditions present in consumption. 

That this condition in a considerable percentage of 
cases precedes the development of tuberculosis; the 
earlier in the disease this condition is presented and 
the more striking its degree the more serious the 
prognosis. 

That in tuberculosis as in pneumonia and typhoid 
fever, while the chief seat of toxin production is in

A cable dispatch an- 
nounced last week that his days were numbered, and 
that his long-threatened denouncement of Count 
Witte had been indefinitely postponed. 

What is this denouncement? There is a story 
current at the Russian Court to the-following effect: 
It may be recalled that von Pléhve when assassinat- 
ed was on his way to pay his regular Thursday visit 
to the Czar at Tsarskoe-Selo. After the fatal event 
the Minister's portfolio, with the papers still intact, 
was handed by the police over to the Minister of 
Justice, M. Muravieff. As they concerned the doings 
of the Ministry of the Interior, they at once fell into 
M. Durnovo’s hands, then Acting Assistant in that 
department, 

These papers, intended for the eye of the Czar 
alone, contain two important reports; one recom- 
mended that Count Leo Tolstoy should be inured for 
life in a distant monastery, the other contained a 
specious yet nore the less damning assemblage of 
proofs revealing ‘the “dangerous” activity of M. 
Witte, with documents in his‘alleged handwriting 
supporting the accusations of treasonable practices 
made against him by von Pléhve. The latter, in 
conélusion, requested the Czar to authorize him to 
make a domiciliary visit to Witte’s house and office, 
and, if as anticipated, certain additional evidence 
were found, to arrest him on the spot. 

The portfolio of the dead von Plé@hve has never 
been communicated to the Czar. If is stil in the 
hands of Durnovo, who, it is said, has used its con- 
tents as a rod over.the Premier in such a manner 
as to account for the latter’s seemingly vacillating 
conduct in carrying out the decreed legislative re- 
forms. Count Witte is known to have recently won 
over to his side Count Solsky and Gen. Trepoff, and 
it may be owing to their combined efforts that Dur- 
novo’s fangs have been removed.

Paris Bois Threatened 


ARIS is passing through an excitement similar 
to that which agitated Boston fifteen years 
ago, when the City Fathers of the Hub pro- 
posed to take a slice of the Common for build- 
ing purposes. The great pleasure ground of 
the Parisians, the Bois de Boulogne, is threat- 

ened with partial extinction. 

The Bois covers an area of about 4,200 acres, and, 
together with the space formerly occupied by the 
fortifications recently purchased by the Paris Mu- 
nicipal Council and forming a ribbon around the city 
nearly twenty miles in length-and a quarter of a mile 
broad, has a total area of 7,200 acres. It seems that 
the Municipal Council is not disposed, whether 
through penury or for other reasons, to leave its pur- 
chase unproductive. The official proposal involves a 
diminution of the park by nearly 160 acres, the fell- 
ing of over 6,000 beautiful trees which were planted 
after the war in 1871 along the Glacis from the Porte 
Maillot to the Porte d’Auteuil, and the construction 
of an. entirely new residential quarter at the entrance 
to the Bois.

A chiffon broadcloth costume in the 
trousseau of an April bride is in a pale 
shade of blue. The skirt trails a little. 
It is a circular skirt, and around thé bot- 
tom soutache braid is applied. This braid 
is laid on up and down the skirt an eighth 
of an inch apart and in strips ten inches 
long, the lower edges coming just three 
inches from the edge of the skirt. Each 
end is doubled under and forms a little 
quarter-inch loop. Otherwise the skirt 
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{is perfectly plain. The coat fs a three- 
quarter length and cutaway as to skirts. 
The coat skirts are absolutely plain. 

At the sides, above and below the waist 
line, the skirt is laid in tiny, tapering 
tucks that shape it in to the figure; this 
requires considerable skill, as the coat is 
tight-fitting. The coat skirts meet at 
the waist line in the centre front, and 
from that point separate, until at the bot- 
tom they are sixteen inches apart. Start- 
ing from the point at the waist line and 
curving up the sides, outlining .the top 
and sides of the tucked section, and then 
curving down toward the centre back, is 
an inch-wide strapping of pale blue panne 
velvet. This is crossed at half-inch in- 
tervals by silk soutache braid. Above 
this line of velvet strapping there is an in- 
sertion of heavy ecru lace, much like point 
de Venise; this is tapered to a point in 
the front and the centre back, and above 
it is a second line of the velvet and sou- 


tache braid. This last strapping comes 
to the armhole under the arm. This up- 
per strapping outlines a deep, V-shaped 
the cloth that forms the front 
that has single large 
in steel silver, set with blue 
rhinestones, at the bottom, and above this 
there are two rows of the buttons, the top 
coat being double-breasted. The 
coat has double revers finishing the top 
and the neck. The first set are of the 
cloth, embroidered in forget-me-nots and 
edged with the velvet, partially covered 
with soutache braid, to match the other 
strappings. The turned-down collar also 
forms revers at its and is of a 
darker shade of blue panne velvet, edged 
with a half-inch band of fancy blue silk 
braid, the velvet collar being crossed by 
alternate strips of this braid and of sou- 
tache, the braids being laid a quarter of 
an inch apart. 

The full coat sleeves are gathered at 
the top, and at the outside the elbows 
are laid in quarter-inch tucks half way to 
the wrists; then comes a turned back 
cuff of blue velvet in a shade matching 
the collar. These are edged with the 
fancy silk braid and are crossed length- 
by soutache braid an eighth of an 
inch apart. These cuffs flare a little, are 
five inches deep at the outside by three 
and a half at the inner seam. The under- 
blouse is of pale-blue chiffon cloth 
trimmed with insertions of lace to match 
that in the coat; is trimmed with the 
fancy silk braid and is elaborately tucked. 
It has elbow sleeves, and lace cuffs half 
way to the wrists and a stock of the 
same lace.

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A simple and practical coat for travel- 
ing or for general wear when a more 
elaborate garment !s not required is of 
bluish gray cloth having a smooth fin- 
ish. It is cut to come below the knees, 
and has immense cape sleeves. The tops 
of the sleeve sections extend half way 
from the top of the arms to the neck, 
an? are laid in half-inch tucks each side 
the shoulder seam, so that they are 
smooth on the shoulders; from the edge 
of the shoulders they hang in folds at 
the outside. When the arms drop at 
the sides these cape sleeves extend in 
the centre to the tips of the fingers. 
From this point, however, they round up 
in circular fashion to the body, so that 
they are really side or arm capes instead

The garment has a round neck finished 
at the edge by three rows of soutache 
braid of the same color. A _ four-inch 
shaped band of dark-gray velvet is cut 
to fit the neck and extends from. each 
shoulder seam down some five inches on 
the front, each end being cut to form a 
V, the V, however, being outlined on 
the cloth instead of being of the velvet. 
In each of these outlined V's there is a 
large flat velvet buttoh. Inserted down 
the front of the coat to a little below 
the bust line is a vest some five inches 
wide of extremely pale-gray velvet em- 
broidered in’ fine dark-gray silk cord in 
grapes and the outline of grape leaves. 
This vest is pointed at the bottom and 
closes invisibly by hooks. Twelve rows of 
soutache braid in two groups, the groups 
being two inches apart and the lines 
of braid an vighth of an inch apart cross 


blouse of paler coral red and black. This 
blouse is formed of a chiffon cloth under- 
slip, to which inch-deep knife plaitings of 
coral red chiffon are attached, these. be- 
ing alternated with inch-wide ruffles. of 
fine black lace. Above the yoke piece, as 
previously mentioned, there is a yoke of 
point applique over pale coral red chiffon, 

The sleeves are full puffs of the chiffon 
cloth. covered with alternate plaiting of 
chiffon and lace ruffles. These puffs 
end three inches above the points of the 
elbows, and a tucked band of chiffon 
cloth four inches wide is attached. From 
this falls a four-inch ruffle of black lace, 
the lower edge projecting below the su- 
perimposed three ruffles, stitched to it, 
the ‘two edge ruffles being knife blade 
plaitings of the chiffon, with a narrow 
black lace ruffle between. To wear with 
this costume when used as an afternoon 
gown there is a black mohair straw hat, 
rather flat in shape and broad brimmed.

This garment is the 
property of a Lenten bride, who has it 
with her while on her brid@ tour. 

One of the prettiest possible princess 
gowns will be worn by a May bride. It 
can be used as an afternoon or dinner 
gown, as it has a round, removable 
suimpe of point applique on chiffon. 

This gown made of the new shades 
of pale, coral red chiffon cloth over.a 
very soft, clinging liberty satin founda- 
tion. It trains all around, and consider- 
able fullness is given at the bottom by the 
lower twelve inches being made of a sep- 
arate straight piece, the upper five 
inches of which is laid in tiny tucks a 
quarter of an inch apart. These tucks 
when released make a very full blouse fin- 
ish, The joining of this section to the 
jupe is concealed by a band of double 
Greék key design in coral red taffeta and 
fancy silk braid, the silk braid having 
threads of black through it. One line of 
the Greek key is formed by shaped pieces 
of the taffeta and the other by the braid. 
Six inches above this border comes a sec- 
ond one an inch and a half narrower, the 
lower one being about eight inches in all 
from edge to edze. 
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The.top of the skirt is tucked to fit, and 
this tucking extends some five or six 
inches above the waist line to fit the robe 
smoothly. The gown closes invisibly 
down the back. 

Above the tucking there Is a bias band 
of taffeta edged with narrow silk braid 
in the coral red shot with black threads, 
the same as that on the skirt, only nar- 
rower. This goes straight around the 
body, and the braid outlines the Greek 
key pattern through its centre. Up each 
side of the centre of the body in both the 
back and the front are two bretelles or 
suspenders of the coral taffeta edged with 
braid and braided in the key design. 
These terminate at the top in a shaped 
band, similarly made and trimmed, that 
outlines the point applique yoke. Shaped 
sections of the silk braided in the key de- 
sign and edged with the fancy braid ex- 
tend from this hollow yoke piece at the 
sides and go around under the.arms, out- 
lining the armholes. These are three 
inches wide where they leave the yoke 
piece, and taper down to an inch and a 
half under the arms. This arrangement 
of bretelles or straps forms a sort’ of 
open corselet, and under it is:worn a

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A white and black shepherd's plaid voile 

—also in the wardrobe of one of the in- 
numerable Spring brides—is made with a 
corselet or princess skirt with a bolero. 
The white checks are outlined with hair- 
lines of black. The skirt portion escapes 
the.ground by an inch only, and has four 
tucks at the bottom, the lowest four 
inches broad, the others three, two, and 
one inch, respectively, the lower edge of 
each’ one escaping that next it by an 
eighth of an inch. These tucks do not go 
all the way across the front, as there is 
a panel effect down the centre, the skirt 
closing invisibly under one edge of it 
instead of In the back. This panel {s five 
inches wide at the top, three at the waist 
line, and twelve inches broad at the bot- 
tom. . 
The bolero, jacket comes down over the 
top of the skirt, and is cut straight around 
and to within six inches of.the waist line. 
It is cut on the bias, and to the bottom 
of.the top sections are attached four bias 
folds, with the edges overlapping. These 
folds form -the lower half .of the jacket. 
The folds are of equal width, and are set 
The bo- 
lero.is.closed by large silver buttons, of 
which there is one on each. fold. The 
back. is just like the front, barring the 
buttons. There is a little standing, turn- 
over collar at the back and sides of the 
bolero, but not at the front. This collar 
is of black silk—that is, the upper part Is, 
and the lower half is covered with a net- 
work of fine silver embroidery or open 
work passementerie or lace set on over it. 
The top corners at the front of the bolero 
are turned back, and form revers as deep 
as they are broad, or, in other words, be- 
ing the triangular shaped halves of a 
square. These are of white satin edged 
with a fold of black; the white has the 
same openwork silver design around its 
edges as appears on the collar. 
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The sleeves are quite full, are gathered 
atthe tops, and the cloth ends just be- 
low the elbows under turned-back, slight- 
ly flaring cuffs, some three inches wide,

The first foreign woman to 
pass her examination at the Berlin University was 
one of Prof, Brandl's scholars, Miss Jane Scherzer, 
now Presidént of Oxford College, Ohio, and the first 
woman instructor at the university was also a daugh- 
ter of the United States and pupil of Prof. Brandl— 
Miss Swearingen, 

That so much attention is given in Germany to the 
study of Shakespeare is due in some measure to 
Prof. Brandl, who has done valuable work as mem- 
ber of the German Shakespearean Soclety, and par- 
ticularly as editor of the Shakespeare ‘‘ Year Book,” 
published by the organization. This book contains 
everything that appears during the year concerning 
Shakespeare. Not alone are published original pa- 
pers on the Bard of Avon, but the Shakespearean 
books of the year ‘are carefulfy reviewed. Then 
again, an account is given of the Shakespearean plays 
presented in differemt countries in the year,.as well 
as minor items regarding Shakespeariana, which 
have appeared in the monthly and daily press. 

Prof. Brandl, although very proud of being a 
Prussian citizen, is really an Austrian, having been 
born in the Tyrol. .He was born at Innsbruck, and 
has been professor at Vienna and Goettingen. He 
began his study of English literature during a visit 
to England, and there studied under and became in- 
timately acquainted with Sweet, Furnival, and Her- 
ford. Prof. Brandl also spent some time in the Lake 
Country, visiting the haunts of English writers. One 
of his first books, through which he received a call 
to Berlin, was on Coleridge. Prof. Brandl’s greatest 
achievement was his discovery of the twelve unpub- 
lished drarhas of Shakespeare, which he found in the 
library of the Duke of Devonshire. Prof. Brandl’s 
publication of these unknown works caused the 
greatest sensation in the literary world, and The New 
York Nation at one time declared that it was a 
national disgrace that these works had not been dis- 
covered and published by English or American au- 
thorities. In conclusion it should be said that Prof, 
Brandl has published a new edition of Schlegel and 
Tieck’s classical translations of Shakespeare’s works. 

The members of the Shakespeare Society regret 
that Prof. Brandl, owing to his trip to America, will 


be unable to attend the meeting of the society in 
Weimar, which occurs on the 23d of April, and which 
promises to be an important one, 

On April. 23 the members of the society will at- 
tend a performance of “ Richard III.” in the famous 
Court Theatre of Weimar. The play will be staged 
as far as possible in the manner of the time of Shake- 
speare,. without pauses, and with a curtain effective- 
ly separating the principal from the minor scenes, 
The next day Massinger’s tragedy, ‘‘The Duke of 
Milan,” as revised by Dr. Conrad, will be given.

It was not to the liking of Gen. Corbin that he was 
compelled to remain at home during the fighting, for 
it was the first real fighting that he had missed since 
he abandoned his law business after the civil war. 

Gen. Corbin saw service in the ‘‘ Fenian invasion” 
trouble on the Canadian border. He was in Missouri 
in the reconstruction period, when disorders ;were 
many. He went to Texas to join Sheridan, who was 
assembling an army on the Rio Grande to prevent 
Maximillian from establishing an empire in Mexico. 
Then came an overland march through Kansas, in 
which one-fourth of his regiment was lost In a cholera 
epidemic. He participated in operations against the 
Apaches in New Mexico. As senior Captain, the field 
officers being absent, he conducted his regiment from 
New Mexico to Texas. He remained for several 
years along the Mexican line, building military roads 
and preserving order.

During ten years of frontier service he marched 
on foot from Missouri to the Rio Gande and from the 
headwaters of the Rio Grande to its mouth. In 1876 
he was ordered East to go on recruiting service, and 
on his way back to civilization he spent his first 
night in a sleeping car. He says that he did not use 
it for sleeping purposes, as the shrieking of the loco- 
motive whistle was too near the war cry of a Co- 
manche to let him linger in slumbers sweet. It took 
him a week to get the Indian and locomotive shrieks 
differentiated. 

Of Gen. Corbin’s service under McKinley the fol- 
lowing letter in the files of the War Department tells 
what the Secretary of State thought:. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 


Washington, June 23, 1903. 


Dear Mr. Secretary: 

I should like to put on file in the War Department 
some expression of my high appreciation of the serv- 
ices of Gen. Corbin during the last five years. Espe- 
cially as a member of the Administration of President 
McKinley, I feel that it would be unjust for us to 
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withhold from the record our sense of his faithful 
and devoted service during the Spanish war, as well 
as before and after it. As President McKinley is no 
longer here to bestow upon Gen. Corbin the meed of * 
praise which I know he considered so justly due, it is 
all the more incumbent on the rest of us to testify 
with what high esteem, profound affection, and per- 
fect confidence he regarded Gen. Corbin. He has told 
me what a comfort it was to him to know that he had 
always by his side a man so sound in counsel, so vig- 
orous in health, and so true in heart, upon whom he 
could rely implicitly for any service he might demand 
of him at any hour of the day or night. I believe this 
high opinion which the President entertained of Gen. 
Corbin was shared by every member of the Govern- 
ment, and most particularly by those who were 
brought into immediate contact with him.

GOULDS ALL ATHLETES 


EORGE J. GOULD 1s a firm believer in sports. 
He is not only an expert polo and tennis player 
himself, but is determined that his sons shall 
be athletes. Years ago Mr. Gould laid out 

6) plans for the bringing up of his family. So 

successful have these plans worked out that 
his two eldest sons are rated among the best polo 
players of the country. The second son, Jay, al- 
though but 17 years old, is the champion court tennis 
player of the United States, and is now in England, 
where he will compete for the championship of Great 
Britain, which is In reality the world’s championship. 

It was not accident, but design, that made the two 
Gould boys sturdy athletes. Neither of them is really 
robust, but they have constitutions hardened by 
open-air exercise. At his country home, at Lake- 
wood, George J. Gould taught his boys how to swim 
and ride as soon as they were able to do so in safety. 
The best instructors were engaged and the father set 
the example himself. 

By the time the eldest boy, Kingdon, was 16, his 
brother Jay being one year younger, the lads were 
classed among the best polo players in the country, 
in addition to being expert cross-country riders. 
With their father and Benjamin Nichol they appeared 
on the polo field and held their own with the veterans 
of the game. 

The appearance of any prominent European expert 
in sports meant one or more visits to Lakewood. 
Eustace M. Miles, the British court tennis champion, 
spent many days there imparting the technical 
knowledge of the game to the Gould boys. Frank 
Forrester of Prince’s Club, London,. was engaged 
as professional to teach Kingdon and Jay Gould 
racquets and court tennis. 

During the visit of the world’s professional court 
tennis and racquet champion, Peter Latham of Lon- 
don, George Gould arranged for a special tournament 
at Lakewood, where Jay Gould met the British cham- 
pion. The result was a big surprise. While Jay 
Gould did not win, he made the Britisher extend him- 
self to the utmost to secure a victory by a margin. 
On that occasion Champion Latham predicted a great 
future for young Jay Gould. 

‘He may not win the championship in court ten- 
nis this year,” said Latham, “ but, mark my words, 
he will certainly do so next year. All he lacks is 
experience. He has the stroke, technical knowledge, 
and ability, but the absence of real court experience 
may be a big handicap when he is called upon to meet 
the older and more seasoned players. I never saw a 
more promising court tennis player in my life, and in 
two or three years he will be invincible, not only in 
America, but in England also.” 

Young Gould decided to strive for the National

And so it was Jay Gould became the youngest 
American champion in the history of athletic sports. 

As soon as Jay Gould won the championship of 
America his entry for the British championship was 
cabled and accepted. He will meet the greatest play- 
ers in the world in the London tournament, which 
begins Monday, April 30. His principal work will be 
to defeat Eustace H. Miles, the British title holder, 
He wi!l have to overcome another handicap. In Eng- 
land they use a ball made of cloth, and it is livelier 
than the American ball of cloth and cotton. 

Kingdon Gould, although older than his brother 
Jay, is not as good a tennis and racquet player as the 
National champion, but he is a superior polo player 
to his brother. The pair are about equal at cross- 
country riding.

The other Gould being 
brought up on similar lines.
